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Coffee County deputies arrest 
one for burglary following home 


invasion with shooting incident 


The Coffee County Sher- 
iff’s Office responded Mon- 
day, April 19, at approxi- 
mately 2:30 p.m., to the 
28000 block of Alabama 
Highway 167, in Jack, Ala., 
in reference to a report of a 
home invasion,. 

Upon arrival on scene, 
Coffee County Chief Dep- 
uty R.W. Whitworth said 
deputies learned that a 
male subject - identified as 
Devonta Cottrell, age 28, of 
Troy, Ala. — had allegedly 
entered the home uninvited 
and hid in a closet. 

Chief Whitworth said 
sometime later a male sub- 
ject, Albert Baker, age 54, 
and his girlfriend, Miriam 
Torres, age 36, returned 
to their residence. Baker 
opened the closet door and 
Cottrell exited the closet, 
reportedly hitting Baker 
with an unknown object. 

“Mr, Baker and Mr. Cot- 
trell were in an altercation 
and Mr. Baker advised his 
girlfriend, Miriam Torres, 
to get the gun,” Chief Whit- 
worth aa pels erat Mr. 
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Devonta Cottrell 


Cottrell in the left leg.” 

He said Cottrell then fled 
from the residence into a 
wooded area, 

After their arrival, law 
enforcement officers began 
a search for Cottrell, and 
a K9 unit was deployed. 
Approximately four hours 
later, Whitworth said Cot- 
trell was located and taken 
into custody. He was 
charged with burglary — 
first degree and remained in 
the Coffee County Jail as of 
press time this week.

A scary accident hap- 
pened Saturday, April 17, 
at approximately 12:20 
p.m., at the intersection of 
U.S. Highway 84 and Smith 
Avenue [Hwy.

Upon arrival on scene, 


emergency personnel found 


entrapment of an occupant 
in the SUV, and one person 
had been ejected from the 
sedan. 


Extrication equipment 
was utilized by the Elba 
Volunteer Fire Department 
to free the trapped person, 
the driver of the SUV, while 
Enterprise Rescue person- 
nel attended to the injured. 

Survival Flight 15 was 
called on to transport one 
critically injured person, 
and Haynes LifeFlight 4 
transported another seri- 
ously injured victim. 

According to Elba FD, the 
accident presented a total 
of eight patients, including 
the critically and seriously 
injured. As of press time, no 
further info had been made 
available on the status of the 
injured persons. 

Reportedly, both vehicles 
appeared to be from either 
out-of-county or out-of- 
state. 

The accident was investi- 
gated by Elba Police.

*** The high school baseball playoffs get started this 
week with Kinston and Brantley hosting opening round 
series, and New Brockton hitting the road. Both packs 
of Bulldogs should be favorites to survive the opening 
round, while the Gamecocks are better than most people 
know and definitely have a shot at pulling off an upset on 
the road. Over on the softball field, top-ranked Brantley 
appears to be getting better and better as the season draws 
to a close, while Kinston is filled with confidence, New 
Brockton fears no one, and Zion Chapel is no pushover. 
The area tournaments begin on April 30, and my guess is 
it will be an exciting week. 

*** The AHSAA released its guidelines for schools 
interested in taking part in girl’s flag football last week and 
some of the rules and regulations were quite interesting. 
Each team will have seven players on the field, while 
there is no limit on roster size, and each team will be 
allowed only three coaches — a head coach, an assistant 
coach and a strength and conditioning coach. The game 
will have between two and four officials and will be 
played on a field 80-yards in length and 40-yards wide. 
Footballs will be junior size, with uniforms to include 
jerseys and pants with no pockets, and not the same color 
as the flags, with the season to be played in the fall with 
a maximum of 14 regular season games on a minimum 
of eight days. A sample budget put the cost of starting 
a team at approximately $2,500, not including coaching 
supplements, and explained that while the NFL and the 
Atlanta Falcons are sponsoring the new sport, the two 
groups will make a monetary donation to the AHSAA, 
which will then divide the funds to all the schools taking 
part. I see a lot of interest in the new sport, and also a lot 
of growing pains. 

' *** The NCAA continued its destruction of college 
athletics last week when it voted to allow a one-time 
transfer of college athletes in all sports from one college to 
another without forcing the athletes to sit out a year. The 
NCAA stated the new rule would “modernize its rules to 
prioritize a student-athlete’s opportunities and choices.” 
Colleges can no longer object to a transfer and the athletes 
will no longer have to receive a release from the athletes’ 
original school. College basketball has made changes 
that have already run a couple of very successful coaches 
out of the profession, and now that college football has 
followed suit, look for more of the same. It will be hard 
to build a team when a player can leave anytime he wants 
just because he doesn’t like a lack of playing time, or 
being chewed out by a coach, and play immediately at 
another school. It is past time for the ‘Big 5’ conferences 
to get together, make their own rules and leave the NCAA, 
before it is too late.
